The prin- 
ciples at issue were not discussed and 
could, not be under the rules of the 
House, so that nothing was added to 
the genernl understanding of ihe 
merits of the meusure or to the Losi- 
tiom of the Opposition party upon it, 


indications of Amendment. 

The important feature-of the dis- 
oussion was the allusion of the Pre- 
mier in his reply to the probability 
of amendment; and the subsequent 
declaration by the Minister of Justice 
that the sode intent in drafting the 
provisions as they stood was to con- 
tinue to the minority in the North- 
west solely and only the rights they 
enjoyed, 


Mr. Borden in a Strictly Lawyerlike Attitude 


Mr. Borden made a carcfully word- 
ed argument in support of a theory 
which he advanced, that as ihe edu- 
cational clauses were not the result 
of comsuitation with the Premier of 
the Territories, or with the Minis- 
ters of Interior and Finance, they 
must have been the result of advice 
given by the seven Liberal members 
representing the Northwest. This 
theory was especially funny in view 
of the general understanding that 
the western Liberals are practically 
unanimous in their support of Mr. 
Sifton’s position. The theory was set 
up, Mot because Mir. Barden believed 
in it, opr expected any other person 
could be induced to du. so, but be- 
cause he hoped by advancing it to se- 
cure a denial from some of the mem- 
bers alluded to; when no doubt he 
would have hhdj a shot of some sort 
ready. But the effort to secure a 
denia! was so labored and se evident 
that it failed of its purpose and the 
point that he has been working to 
make has been lost to Hansard. 


Many Take a Hand. 


The discussion was continued by' 
Messrs. Northrop, Osler, McCarthy 
(Calgary), Lake Roche [Marquette], 
Schaffner, Heron, Foster, Fitzpat- 
rick, Bennett, Boyce, Ingram and 
Sproule. The question! was raised on 
the motion to £0 into committee of 
supply at a little after three o'clock. 
The debate was conlouded and the 
llouse went into committee of sur- 
rly, and almost immediately ad journ- 
ed, at midnight.

TO THE MEMBERS OF THE ED- 
MONTON BOARD OF TRADE: 


_ Gentlemen.— On the 26th February, 
1904, we assembled for the same pur- 
pose “2s now to hold our Annual 
General Meeting, since which impor- 
fant changes have taken place. 
Edmonton was then a town, it is 
mow a city sand to celebrate its 
fnauguration on its muturity, Novem- 
ber 7th last, » civic banguet was 
given in Mr. icord’s s acious skatin 
rink, which was largely attended by 
prominent people from far and near. 
_ Edmonton is now the Provisional 
Capital of the new and mighty Pro- 
vince of Alberta. 

This time last year we had no cer- 
tainty about the entrance of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific into Edmonton 
—now we have. An agreement has 
been signed between the company and 
the city ,making Edmonton the chief 
divisional point between Winnipeg 
and the Pacific Coast with their work 
shops, etc. ; 

Our city, judging from the enguiries 
from every part of the globe keeps 
up its reputation as being one of the 
best known in the North-West Terri- 
tories. In ,tconnection with these 
enquiries I may mention that it is 
mecessary that prompt action be 
taken to get out a descriptive illu- 
strated pamphlet of ‘the city and dis- 
trict, none now being on hand. It is 
utterly impossible to answer’ the 
enquiries otherwise. 

During the year our board has been 
encregetic in aH matters pertaining 
to the town and district, and while 
we! have not achieved all we desired, 
yet the progress» made jis conclusive 
evidence that we are marching on to- 
ward the goal of our ambition and 
what is generally conceded the largest 
and most important city west of 
Winnipeg and east of the mountains. 

Every citizen has a right to feel 
justly proud of the steady advance- 
ment made by our town during the 
past’ year. : 

Special stress should be laid on the 
fact, that our district being so far 
ahead of any other portion of the 
Territories for agricultural purposes 
and mixed farming, that all the avail- 
able homestead lands within a _ dis- 
tance of about 50 miles are quickly 
taken up; but for the immigrant with 
a little capital, this district offers 
great advantages..

state that on every occasion the atti- 
tude of the council in asking the 
board to assist in the entertaining, 
and the readiness displayed by the 
officers and members offering their 
services. shows that the proper feel- 
ng exists between the ‘two bodies. I 
must say. that I found the mayor (Mr. 
Short), for 1964, always willing to go 
into any proposition wiih the board 
and to assist us whenever (possible. 
The two bodies should, in the interest 
of the district, always ¢o hand in 
hand for the discussion of public af- 


fairs.
